goodies accordingly...... 


Guess What ??1! The Convention Wrap-Up didn't mention where next year's 
shindig will be held, Guess What Else ??7!1! We haven't mentioned it either. 
Guess What Else ?? !! If the energy crisis keeps up, we may not even be 
able to get there. HIT .,,. the 1974 convention bid was won (?!) by the 
folks out in TOLEDO, OHIO, Dan Myers is the Committee Chairman, and he'll 
have to go all-out to get Toledo ready for the likes of the NRC! (Not to 
mention getting us ready for Toledo, hi). All members are welcome, and any 
of you other members in that area might contact Dan to offer assistance... 


As you know, the U.S. went back to daylight time on 6 January, or at least al- 
most, Some states have been given permanent exclusions, others temporary ones. 
The 6 January edition of the NEW YORK TIMES pave a listing of just what is 
supposed to be happening, and we'll quote that item here: " Hawaii, Puerto Rico, 
the Virgin Islands, and almost all of Indiana are exempted automatically..sees 
Arizona will also receive an exemption through April 1975, while the Northeast 
corner of Oregon and most of Idaho, except for its Northern panhandle, will re- 
oéive temporary exemptions..... The purpose of the temporary exemptions is to 

ive the State legislatures a chance to decide whether they want to be excluded 
for) the entire year and a quarter...... The Governor of Kentucky will be auth 
orized to redraw the time gone lines within his state to put on Central (Daylight) 
time everything except twelve counties near Cincinnati and Huntington, W. Va, 
which will be on Eastern (Daylight) time." 


There, Now that's just as clear as a pea-soup fog, isn't it. Well, read on, The 
Canadian government decided to allow the provincial governments to make any de- 
cisions on time adjustments, the thought being that possibly only the southern- 
most province (Cntario} would opt for Daylight time. Quoting member Jon Pearkins 
of Burnaby, B.C. in a letter to HQ dated 17 December, "Ontario is the only place 
even thinking about it (they are the most southerly province and this is the 
only place it would not have generally harmful effects). For instance here in 
Vancouver (49°N) the sun rises at 8 am PST and sets at about 4 pm. Think of the 
extra fuel that would be burnt if sumrise were 9 am (PDT). Also remember that 
the coldest part of the day is just before dawn." 


Well, guess what! A letter from Jon received 26:December quotes the Vancouver 
Province of 21 December as follows: " B. C. will follow the U.S. into daylight 
savings time January 6, not so much to save energy as to keep up with U.S. tele~ 
vision and travel scheduling, Provincial Secretary Brian Hall said.....Hall also 
said that Ontario had considered it and that the other western provinces would 
follow suit. The maritime provinces indicated that they either oppose it or 
don't plan to switch themselves," Jon further addse:"As you can gueas, it will 
cost B.C. and other provinces more energy, rather than create a saving like it 
might is California or Florida-~ especially in January and February....” 


More on this bit of quasi-organised chaos in subsequent issueSecceecee 


On another, but still energy-crisis-related note, Jon (Pearkins, again) wrote 

up some comments on our anti-AN suggestions, albeit in a bit of a devil's sdvo- 
cate position: " I think more thought should be given to the all night staff of 
radio stations, There is nothing sadder than an unemployed disc jockey ( I know 
-- I used to be one), So it isn't that easy just to say that requiring mosy sta- 
tions to go off the air would be 100% a good thing with no bad side effects. Jobs 
are scarce enough to find in the U.S. radio field already." 


We do agree with you, Jon, but we never said such a plan would have NO side ef 
fects, but look at the hundreds of thousands in the auto and aviation industries 
who are out of work due to the "energy crisis", We must all be prepared to sacri- 
fice or so the President said, and the amount of power to be saved, while a re- 
cent Broadcasting editorial called it a drop in the bucket to save 3% of the na- 
tional total of electric power, is co-incidentally the same amount as was origin~ 
ally intended to be saved by switching to Daylight Time. Besides, there can be 

no real justification, economically or otherwise, for 6 to 10 AN'ers in a single 
market area, especially when some of the programs aren't even sponsored at all. 
Again, just more food for thought, hi — RjE 


The following are corrections and/or addenda to recent articles. Firstly, we 
have a comment from Joe Worcester, "father" of the Space Magnet, on Tom Sund- 
strom's article on SM modifications: 


"In regard to the article in the Dec, 27 DX NEWS, I am concerned about the 
schematic shown at the bottom, While anyone reading the printed matter care- 
fully would know that the terminals marked AC are really the DC output of the 
power supply, an impetuous builder might grab a power cord and a switch and 
hook up to the AC line directly, with lethal effects possible, Instead of AC, 
labelling of POWER SUPPLY or P.S. with polarity indicated would be preferable. 
Besides the hazard angle, it should also be noted that the circuit is inopera- 
tive as noted, Both leads of the power supply must go to the Space Magnet in 
order to operate the preamp, While this should be evident to nearly everyone, 
complete reliance on the schematic might again cause trouble. The actual cur- 
rent drain of the Space Magnet is, by the way, 4 to 5 mils, not the 10 to 15 
noted in the text, This is probably the result of trying to read the meter at 
a very low deflection, which is subject to considerable error." 


ED NOTE: We really didn't expect that anyone would rely on the schematic alone, 
without reading the text, nor did TRS, but on the off chance that someone might 
be tempted to do just that, we are running this item. The recommended changes 
will be made before the article goes into reprint form, - RjE 


The next item concerns my article, "Trans~Polar DX", Firstly, I neglected to 
note that diagram 4-3 was patterned after an original by Father Jack Pejza, to 
whom I apologise for the oversight.

A major project.undertaken by the NJPC after the transition of the 
NRC from Boston to New Jersey in September of 1973 was the reso— 
lution of the backlog of New Member Kits "owed" to the membership.

Judging from the lack of material this time the very poor conditions 
must have hit everyone. Only 4 reports since the last bulletin. We can't have 
much of a column with support like this. If you are DXing and hearing anything, 
please take the time to report. 


COSTA RICA We sill start off this time with a run down of some of the Costa Rican 
stations as heard by Dr. Tom Williamson on a recent vacation. All are located in 
San Jose unless otherwise noted. 

550 TISBJ Radio Libertad. Time checks and LA tropical music. 

575 TIWA "El Mundo de la buena msica, aqui en Musical" or simply "Mm Musical". 
Time checks and pop msic. Receiver used was a small GE portable. 

6CO TIAV Radio Tic Tac, tropical rythm and "hora Tic~Tac", 

625 TIXE "Qnega" in music. Pop music and time checks. 

650 TIBAS Radio Monumental...many variations such as "La primera Cadena Radio-— 
difusora Costaricense" .. "La Imisora Insignia de Costa Rica" and 
"Monumental y sus Repetidoras.." Mixed programs of LA music, news and 
sports with one easily recognized news program called "la Palabra de 
Costa Hica". Big signal. 

675 TIJC "Aqui in Costa Rica, esta es Sonora" and "Estan uds. Escuchando Sonora", 
"Sonora" in music. Pop and LA rythms. 

700 TIHB "Radio Reloj"..too well known to need coment. But one slight catch may 
be the program announced as "Radio Periodico Reloj". This is news pgm. 

725 TILX "Radio Columbia y su Cadena de Hnisoras"..."Esta es Columbia, la Bnisora’ 
que divierta".. with many variations; mixed program, big rival to Monu- 
mental. 

750 TIRA "Radio America latina" heard only once. LA tropical music. 

775 TIW "Hadio City" only one heard to give call sign on the hour: "Desde San 
Jose de Costa Rica, transmite la emisora TIW, Radio City"..fine LA tro- 
pical music with one confusing program called "Onda Nueva de Panama en 
Radio City". 

800 TIRH "Radio Centro" or "Centro" in music. LA rythms and ads only. Big favo- 
rite with dance fans, often mentions: "Ritmo ritmissimo en Centro". 

825 TIOS Well known. "Titania in msic often with a woman announcer. Poorly 
pronounced slogan. Dreamy pop and US style pop but in Spanish. 

850 TIUCR San Pedro de Montes de Oca. "Esta es Radio Universidad de Costa Rica" 
on the hour. Mainly classical mx, some folk music and University talks. 
Not too easy to hear, 

g00 TICS "Radio X" or "KX" in msic. Letter is pronounced "ekees", LA pops and 
time checks, 

925 TICM "Mas Musica en Juvenil ... Uno Uno Uno", IA pops. 

950 TIECO "Radio Eco",, with echo! LA rythms. 

975 TIRS "Radio Atenea" or "Atenea" in music. Well known. 

1000 TIMIL "Radio Mil", sometimes in music. LA pops. 

1025 TIAC “Radio Fides, Enisora Cultural Catolica de Gosta Rica"... classical mx, 
folk mx, interviews, talks. 

1050 TIGPH Puntarenas, Monumental repeater station. 

1075 TIFC "Faro del Caribe", missionary station. Well known, 

1125 TISRHB "Radio Capital" or "Sistema Radiotonico HB, Radio Capital, todo en 


musica y deportes". Companion station to Reloj. Full range of sports, 
music and news, 


1175 TICA Pantarenas. Columbia repeater station. 

1225 TIBB "B-B" sometimes with echo; or "Radio BB en San Jose, Costa Rica", LA 
rythm and pops. Very strong signal. 

1580-1600 Two stations: Radio Puntarenas in Puntarenas and la Nueva Bnisora, Radio 
Gama in San dose. Could not get info on these and my receiver dial was 
too inaccurate for exact frequency, "= Many thanks, Dr. Williamson! 


U.S.S.R. Some additional info and comments on the 1525-1529 USSR situation from 
lars Ryden in Tokyo. “Gordon is correct in stating that there is no USSR Far Fast 
station on 1529 at present. The station I reported in November 1972 (see IDXD, 
Nov, 4) was the Radio Moscow/Peace and Progress station carrying the CC programs 
on 1528-9 (at the time I was not able to determine the exact frequency), However, 
as reported by me in IDXD on Jan. 31, 1973, this station left this channel and 
went partly to 1475 (1600-2200Z) and 810 (before 1530 Z) where it stays to this 
day. There is no Far Fast station on 1529 at present. On 1525 there has always 
been the Khabarovsk Majak outlet. This station is heard here every night. Be- 
hind it I may hear Sinkiang, and sometimes traces of another USSR transmission, 
presumably the one in the Eastern parts of the USSR discussed by GPN in his 
write-up."

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SINGLE SIDEBAND RECLIVING ADAPTORS 


by: Thomas R. Sundstrom 


I've been asked by several people (would you believe one?) to 

comment on my "single sideband receiving adaptor" which I use 

when hunting weak-signal "splits." Actually, some NRCers may 

be missing the opportunity to sharpen up the receiver bandpass 
at little cost, so without further ado... 


I purchased, in the early 1960's, a Barker & Williamson, Inc., 
#370 SSB receiving adaptor, along with an HQ-129X receiver 
which I no longer own, from a local radio amateur... cost, then, 
was $30. 


The 7370's basic principle is that it extracts a signal out of 
the last i.f. stage (455 khz only, for this one) and processes 
it through a 3 khz bandpass filter and 17 khz i.f. with a 
switch-selected oscillator to decode either USB or LSB without 
receiver retuning. 


In the 55B mode, either USB or LSB, the beauty of this device 
is that I do. not have to disable the receiver's AVC. Rather, 

I just crank down.the receiver audio and turn up the audio on 
the #370. Controls on the #370 are a volume/on-off switch, an 
AM "gating" control, and = three position selector switch for 
AM-USB-LSB. The #370 has a built-in speaker and heédphone jack, 
or the terminal strip on the reser allows use of an external 
speaker while silencing the internal one. I neve adied several 
things to the ¢€370: a fuse in the a.c. line, a pilot light in 
the filiment string to indicate whether or not the unit was 
turned on (I had frequently forgotten to turn it off), a B+ 
standby switch, and a tape jack ahead of the volume control. 


As I started to say, in tne SSB mode, "exalted carrier" tuning 

is a snap... and i don't set my ears blown off witn lack of 
receiver AVC. Selectivity controls witnin the receiver modify 
and compress the signal bandwidth before it gets to the #370, 

and whether I am operating on SSB or on AM, the 3 khz filter 
absolutely just chops everything more than 1.5 khz away. «As a 
example, there is no detectable het from the Cuban on 742 against 
CBL-740 even with the receiver bandpass wide open. I can sharpen 
up the bandpass to an estimated & khz, but as you might suess 
esudio intelligibility is totally destroyed... but it is good 

for hunting weak carriers. In practice, the use of the first 
step (of 5) of crystal sélectivity with the #370 provides more 
than enough "signal clean-up", and I can further play games 

with a plus-or-minus 5 khz variance through the "AM gatinz 
control.” 


The #370 does a nice job in removing masses of hetrodynes, and 
it has been well worth the soney for me. Hookup to the receiver 
is easy, through a 15 vf capgcitor tied to the plate of the 
last i.f. tube. RG-53/U is the connecting cable. The #376 
weighs 18 lbs, size is 8xl2x13$" ‘VHD. 


I write this es one sustestion for those seeking to isorove 

their own receiver selectivity. ‘here are several other manu- 
facturers who oroduced these adaptors, and cost of used gear 

has gol to be nowinal; look to anateur radio supply houses who 
sell used gear. ‘These are 4 definate elternative to the "Q-5er" 
route which has been discussed in DX cireles in the past... (30),

The energy crisis: 
boon or bane 

for broadcasters? 
Government Is making noise about 
cutbacks in operating hours, 


but if they don't materialize, 
bigger audiences would be in store 


Along the halls of the Capitol building, 
every other light is turned off. Sweater 
sales are up and news commentators 
cand politicians are-tcHing the American 
people that the energy crunch is going 
to get much worse before it gets better. 
And as the shadowy outlines of a na- 
tional energy conservation program be- 
gan to emerge at year’s end, broadcasters 
were wondering whether they will be en- 
tertaining bigger audiences in the months 
to come. Or whether the family television 
set will become a companion piece to gas- 
guzzling autos, 

Interior Secretary Rogers C. B. Mor- 
ton has informally suggested that Ameri- 
cans turn off their sets during the peak 
energy-demand hours of 4 ta 7 p.m. An 
Interior spokesman called the suggestion 
a “persuasive appeal” but not an active 
campaign. At least two television stations 
have announced that they will voluntarily 
cut back on broadcasting hours, And 
there are strong recommendations from 
industry representatives that al! TV out- 
lets curtail their operating hours before 
the government does it for them. 

The FCC reported on Dec. 19 that 
the energy needed to transmit and re- 
ceive broadcast signals constitutes 3% of 
the nation’s electrical use, or 143 mil- 
lion kilowatt hours (kwh) per day. Only 
5% of electrical energy used in broad- 
casting (7.1 million kwh a day) is used 
for transmitting, the commission said. 

The FCC would not answer questions 
on what standatds it used to arrive at 
its findings, nor would its spokesmen say 
from which sources those standards 
came, “This was all the commission 
wanted released,” Harold Kassens of the 
Broadcast Bureau said. “We had to go 
on a lot of assumptions.” 

Converting the FCC’s energy estimates 
into barrels of oi!, daily broadcast energy 
equals about 328,273 barrels—l1.7% of 
the expected shortage of 2.8 million bar- 
rels a day, according to the American 
Petroleum Institute, 

A study by BroapcasTine shows that 
the FCC's estimates may be a bit high. 
Using the latest Electronic Industries As- 
sociation statistics for the number of 
radio and television sets in use and aver- 
age annual kilowatt hour consumption 
figures supplied by Edison Electric In- 
stitute, BROADCASTING’s study shows that 
reception use is approximately 117 mil- 
lion kwh per day as compared to the 
FCC’s 136 million kwh per day. 
~ Mark Evans, Metromedia vice presi- 
dent for public affairs, and a member of 
the National Association of Broadcasters 
television board, will propose to the NAB 
board next month that the industry vol- 
untarily cut back operating hours to 12 
midnight with 7 a.m. sign-on. Mr. Evans 
announced his proposal in a fetter to 


NAB President Vince Wasilewski dated 
Dec, 18. “Millions of American homes 
would curtail heating and lighting and 
would save electrical energy for TV set 
operation,” Mr. Evans said. “Most of 
all, it would symbolize our industry’s 
commitment to the nation’s good.” 


Paul Hughes, general manager of 
WTEN(TV) Albany, N.Y., said “good 
citizen concern” was “only one element, 
but not an overwhelming one” in his de- 
cision to Jop off six-and-a-quarter hours 
from the station’s weekly schedule. Also 
‘involved in his deliberations was “the 
minor financial consideration in conserv- 
ing power and people’s time,” 

Wren will sign on at 7 a.m. instead 
of 6:30 on weekdays beginning Jan. 7. 
A cartoon strip will be deleted, he said. 
Also, the station will sign on a half-hour 
later on weekends and sign off a half- 
hour earlier on Sunday night, deleting its 
telecast of Roller Derby. “I don't expect 
the cuts to grossly affect these people’s 
lives or viewing habits,” he said. “But if 
more stations did it, then Congress and 
the FCC can’t say later that we didn’t do 
anything.” 

Independent KtTvw(Tv) Tacoma, 
Wash., cut its weekday midnight movie 
fram the schedule. Signing off at mid- 
night now, the station reduced its sched- 
ule by 12% hours, Carlton Seidel, station 
coordinator, said, 

A spokesman for the newly created 
Federal Energy Office said that agency 
foresaw no energy conservation programs 
that would restrict broadcasting outlets. 
“Broadcasters will be faced with the 
problems of their end-users,” he said. But 
broadcasters per se probably will not be 
directly regulated, The spokesman said 
that broadcasters might be affected if 
Congress and the President decide to levy 
an “excess use” tax, The concept behind 
such a tax would be either to increase 
the rate paid by consumers during peak 
hours ‘or tax consumers for electrical 
usage above a specified level. The Fed- 
eral Enerevy Office. headed by William 
Simon, is depending on private industry 
to “pick-up the ball on a voluntary basis” 
as far as conserving energy is concerned. 
They have a great incentive to do so, the 
spokesman said, “because they have to 
show a skeptical public that they are 
cooperating.” Other aspects of the energy 
crisis affecting broadcasters include: 

® Decisions by the New England Power 
Exchange to institute “rolling blackouts,” 
and by the city of Los Angeles to reduce 
electrical outgo (BROADCASTING, Dec. 17). 

* Congress placed the nation on year- 
round daylight saving time, which is ex- 
pected to conserve between 1% and 2% 
of the country’s annual fuel consumption. 
AM daytime-only stations operating on 
American clear channels will be ex- 
empted, on a case-by-case basis, from 
presunrise broadcasting restrictions (see 
page 16). The commission meets with 
representatives of the Canadian govern- 
ment in mid-January to try and gain re- 
lief for some 200 stations operating on 
Canadian clears. Meetings with the Ba- 
hamian government have not been set 
yet. 
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FCC gives stations 
on U.S. clears 
go-ahead for PSA’s 
when daylight saving 
goes into effect 

Power will be held to 50w, however; 
commission also initiates rulemaking 


to extend relief permanently, begins 
study to help stations on foreign clears 


Thanks to an emergency action taken by 
the FCC in the week before Christmas, 
103 daytime-only stations will not lose 
an hour of drive time beginning Jan. 6, 
when year-around daylight-saving goes 
into effect. They are authorized to begin 
operating one hour earlier, although with 
sharply reduced power, 

The commission’s action, which affects 
primarily stations operating on U.S, I-A 
and I-B clear channels, is one of two the 
commission took as a result of the enact- 
ment of the statute that established year- 
around daylight saving as an energy-sav- 
ing measure (RRoaDcasTinc, Dec. 17). 
The other action was the issuance of 
notice cf inquiry and proposed rule- 
making to afford that relief on a per- 
manent basis—that is, through April 
1975, when the act expires. 

The commission took the emergency 
action to implement the new daylight- 
saving time legislation because, it said, it 
could not complete the rulemaking be- 
fore Jan, 6. The commission does not ex- 
pect to complete the proceeding for 
several months. 

The emergency action permits the 103 
daytimers, not now eligible for presunrise 
operation, to sign on one hour before 
local sunrise with 5Ow. The commission 
had considered higher power, but de- 
cided that S0w was the most that could 
be granted without causing interference 
to the service of the co-channel dominant 
stations. 

Daytimers on U.S. I-A and I-B clear 
channels and on Mexican J-A clear chan- 
nels that hold presunrise authorizations 
from the commission will be able to 
operate one hour carlier, using the power 
specified in their PSA's. Similarly, some 
1,100 Class IJ stations operating on 
regional channels will automatically be- 
gin operating one hour earlier, since the 
authorizations prescribe “local” time. 
These stations operate with 500 w before 
suntise, 

However, Class II PSA stations that 
are assigned to Canadian 1-B clear chan- 
nels will be required to continue signing 
on at actual sunrise time at the dominant 
foreign station to the east, if any, with 
the presunrise power now specified for 
them. Thus, they will sign on one hour 
Jater than they do now in the October- 
April period. The commission was also 
unable to give any kind of help to 243 
daytimers on Canadian and Bahamian 
I-A clear channels that are ineligible for 
PSA. Agreements with Canada and 
Bahama require the stations on their 
channels to observer standard—that is, 
non-advanced—sign-on times. 


The commission has been directed by 
Congress to obtain the modifications in 
the agreements that would make it pos- 
sible to afford those U.S. stations some 
relief. And work on that project has al- 
ready begun. Commission staff members 
said before Christmas that they expected 
talks to begin with Canada in Ottawa in 
January or February. 2 

Besides the stations that are ineligible 
for presunrise operation, there are 278 
that are eligible that face trouble as a 
result of -the daylight-saving act. These 
stations have not applied for PSA, usual- 
ly because the benefits available under 
present regulations are marginal. The 
stations will be required to obtain SSA 
before early sign-on privileges under the 
order become effective. The presunrise 
authorizations now in effect are the result 
of three major rulemaking proceedings * 
and companion international agreements 
reached with Canada and Mexico over 
the past six years. 

In its notice of inquiry and rulemak- 
ing, the commission expressed concern 
about the loss of revenue from drive 
time that clear-channe] daytimers gen- 
erally would suffer as a result of year- 
around daylight-saving time if relief were 
not afforded them. Compounding these 
stations’ problems, the commission noted, 
are the added time and power limita- 
tions. The status of the 346 stations now 
ineligible for presunrise authority pre- 
sents the problem of greatest urgency, 
the commission said. 

The proposed rule would in effect 
legitimize the emergency action the com- 
mission took. It would establish a new 
class of pre-sunrise service authoriza- 
tions, and these “temporary presunrise 
authorizations” would provide the one- 
hour advancement in sign-on times con- 
templated in the daylight-saving act, and 
permit the stations to operate in most 
cases with SOQw; some would be au- 
thorized to operate with up to 100w. The 
authorizations would be issued to PSA 
and non-PSA holders alike. However, 
stations eligible for PSA would be re- 
quired to obtain one before applying for 
a temporary PSA. 

Class JJ] PSA holders assigned to re- 
gional channels and Class If PSA holders 
on Mexican J-A clear channels would 
not be required to apply for temporary 
authorizations since they may sign on at 
6 a.m. local (advanced) time, the com- 
mission said. ' 

Beyond dealing with the existing situ- 
ation, the notice asks for comment on 
whether modifications should be made in 
the relief granted. It also poses questions 
about whether special relief should be 
granted full-time stations that operate 
with different power day and night; 
should they be allowed to tum on their 
daytime power—which is greater than 
that used at night—one hour earlier? 

Comments are due in the proceeding 
by Feb. 20, 1974; replies, by March 22, 
1974,
